HXCERPT: 


It is a common error to refer to radiotele- 
graphy as CW. Continuous waves (CW) being 
electromagnetic waves that are generated in 
a continuous train of identical oscillat-— 
lons can be interrupted in a known sequence 
(code) or it can be modulated in amplitude, 
frequency or phase (AM, FM or PM voice) to 
convey information. In other words, CW is 
the basic carrier (AM, F% or Pf) before it 
is changed to convey intelligence, 


The term, "CW" applies with far greater acc- 
uracy to voice transmissions than to code 
transmissions. As an example, when operating 
an AM voice transmitter, the output is pure 
CW at all times when no modulation exists, 
Such as when the operator is not speaking, 
When the operator speaks and the output 
carrier is modulated, the carrier frequency 
remains constant and the amplitude is varied 
in accordance with the Speech pattern; how- 
ever, the carrier wave of the AM Signal 
continues unless modulation reaches (or 
exceeds) 100 %. Frequency and phase modula- 
tion transmitter output carriers are also 
Closer to a true continuous wave than a 
radiotelegraph transmission. 


Code is also referred to as interrupted con- 
tinuous waves, interrupted CW or ICW. No 
matter which term is used, these are defined 
as continuous waves that are interrupted at 
an audio frequency rate. This term in cont- 
radictory since the transmitted output wave 
train is not continuous if it is interrupt- 
ed. « 


A similar ridiculous term that is often app- 
lied to radiotelegraph 1S, COnt nueus wave 
telegraphy or CW telegraphy or CW telegra- 
phy. It makes more sense to refer to OW 
voice than to CW telegraphy. 


Code is a system of using known sequences 
of presences and absences of signal to con- 
vey intelligence and it is properly referr- 
ed to as telegraphy. If the code transmiss- 
ion is in the form of a audio Signal heard 
in the immediate VICINLtY Of Where ib as 
sent, it is simply called a telegraph sig- 
nal. if the code transmission causes an 
audio signal which can be heard (or a visual 
presentation) at some remote point inter- 
connected by wire to the transmission Site, 


it is wire telegraphy. If the code is trans- 
mitted by radio it is radio telegraphy 
(wireless telegraphy). No matter how it is 
used, code (telegraphy) is not CW! CW is 
continuous wave, it is not anything else as 
far as radio is concerned,

HR Reportees 


Plain language amateur rules docket is due 
out in December 19, 1980 Federal Register, 
where it is likely to occupy 25 to 30 pages 
of small print. The Notice of Proposed Rule 
Making, PR Docket 80-279, includes both the 
texts of the present Part 97 rules and the 
proposed rewrite, plus explanations. 


Significant changes, such as the deletion 
of all logging requirements and addition 
of a requirement that licensees must Keep 
a copy of the Amateur rules on hand, also 
include a warning that the FCC can inspect 


@ station, "at any time during the busin- 


ess day or any time your station is trans- 
mitting or has just finished Lreanemieroine, 
The new rules no longer tell an Amateur how 
he should make various measurements, but 
only how the FCC inspector would make them 
during a station visit. The proposed new 
rules also clarify rules on interconnects 
(phone patches), antenna heights, and 
emergency and prohibited communications, 
They also include much more information on 
exams, both written and code, and propose 
that applicants with FCC Commercial CW 
licenses get credit for the equivalent 
Amateur CW exam. The rewrite also endeav- 
ors to consolidate and reorganize the 
rules into a more concise and logical 
arrangement. Comments won't be due until 
June 19, 1981, and Reply Comments on 
August 19, 1981.
